The crew has been landed at Deal 
by a Belgian steamer. 
Some expressed the belief the Ger­ 
man diver was the famous IT-12, but I 
others are convinced by its startling; 
speed that it was a new submarine of 
most powerful tyi>e. 
On the heels of this news came word * 
from Blythe of the torpedoing of un- 
other trawler by a submarine. 
Thirteen members of the crew of 
tile trawler Atlanta were landed at 
Blythe and told of their ship's brave j 
attem pts to escape from Hie submarine 
which followed them for half an h o u r, 
and finally overtook them. 
The Northland!* crew 
brought t o ’ 
Deal the most thrilling story of sub­ 
marine warfare yet told. 
The submarine's signal to halt was 
disregarded and the Northlands fled. 
While the stokers In the hold work - 1 
ed furiously, the steamer zigzaged be­ 
fore tile German.

murine gained rapidly, cutting through

The torpedo’s explosion was terrific 
and the vessel was broken Iii two, 
At the same instant the Northland's 
whistle mysteriously broke out in wail-1 
ing shrieks which continued until the 1 
waves engulfed the ship.

by the sealer In Santa Ana, is extend 
ing all over the county. 
George McPhee's garage looks like 
a junk shop making 
a 
specialty 
of 
siales, milk bottles, milk cans and oil 
cans. 
In the last two weeks he has 
added considerably to his collection of 
scales and other 
articles 
used 
in 
weighing and measuring commodities 
offered to the public for sale. 
Under the state law', McPhee as 
county sealer of weights and measures 
lins the power to confiscate every 
measure and scale that is not up to 
standard, and in his work as sealer 
McPhee has hewn close to the line. He 
has dozens of scales of various kinds 
arid descriptions*!hat have been found 
by him to be untrue and not according 
to law. 
Many scales can be adjusted so that] 
they weigh true. 
Such scales are ad­ 
justed and the sealer puts his seal up 
on them. 
The old-fashioned 
spring 
scale is numbered by dozens in Mc 
Pliee’s garage. 
‘With this pair of scales, tor in­
